Those not being rehired are Randall 
Mabey and Elton Hall, assistant 
professors of philosophy, Everett Frost, 
assistant professor of English; Dr. Joe 
Toney, assistant professor of chemistry, 
and Edward Dutton, associate professor 
of social work 

Mabey and Hall were recommended Iv. 
termination because of “overstaffing” of 
the department, officials said. Dr. James 
Smith, chairman of the Philosophy 
Department, also had been recommended 
for termination but will be retained and 
given tenure 

Frost said he believed nis termination to 
be politically motivated. He said he was 
“part of a political purge.’ 

The tenured English Department faculty 
had recommended that Frost be retained

U.S. faces energy crisis

In some areas, private home buuders 
have been told they will have to serap 
their plans if they are thinking of heating 
with gas. There just isn’t any available 

Electric utility systems that use onl and 
coal to fuel their generators trequently 
have had to get by on a day-to-day basis 
as fuel contracts ran out. New contracts 
have been hard to.come by arid have been 
hard to come by and have run up fuel 
costs by anywhere from 10 to 275 per 
cent 

The sky-high fuel prices paid by both 
gas and electric utility companies are 
being passed on to customers in utility 
rate hikes. Further increases in utility 
bills are likely to come later this year and 
next year 

Raising prices for coal, oil, gas and 
electricity have been a big factor in the 
steady rise of the Consumer Price Index, 
a major gauge of inflation. In October 
the index showed a 6.9 per cent increase 
in the price of fuel oil and coal over 
October, 1969 In the same period, the 
price of gas and electricity rose 5.6 per 
cent 

The crisis of power in the United States 
has been building for a decade, fed by 
schizophrenic regulatory systems grossly 
inaccurate and inadequate long-range 
planning and emergency corrective 
measures which frequently proved too 
little, too late 

In addition, this year brought new air 
pollution laws which require the use of 
only low-sulphur fuels, crimping the 
market even further’? a new coal mine 
health and safety law which adds 
considerable expense to the operation of 
coal mines and has forced the shutdown 
of some economically marginal mines, 
and international! political crises which 
played havoc with the flow of oi! from 
North Africa, the Middle East and the 
Caribbean 


Boston's Dilemma 


Typical of the problem is the experience 
of the Electric Light Department of 
Braintree, Massachusetts, a Boston suburb 
of 40.000. At the end of July the 
department was paying $1) 79 a barrel for 
fuel oi! it burns to run its generating 
systems. Now it is paying $4.91 a barrel 

“We have to pass the cost on to our 
customers and they're really screaming,” 
said Alban G. Spurrell, manager of the 
department. “We took out 4 full page 
newspaper ad to explain to them that it 
was either pay the price or get no oil. But 
they just don't understand.”

The only answer ts for us to our own 
exploring and drilling and we've begun 
that, but it’s going to be at least three to 
five years before we get any relief.” 


Coal 1Ihreat 


The picture isn’t much brighter for coal 
users 

The Tennessee Valley Authority, the 
largest electric utility in the country in 
terms of generating capacity, had only a 
15-day coal stockpile at the end of 
October. That could be used up in a 
heavy cold snap 

But James Watson, TVA’s power 
manager, said he expects big problems 
only in the event of a wildcat coal mine 
strike or strikes against the railroads, the 
principal means of coal delivery. Both are 
possibilities 
Coal delivered to the TVA under 
long-term contract has gone up slightly in 
price, and coal bought on the spot 
market that is, on a day-to-day 
basis has nearly doubled in price. from 
$4 a ton last year to nearly $8 4 ton now 
Similar price increases have hit such 
utilities as Cincinnati Gas and Electric Co 
and Cleveland Electric Iluminating Co 

And the quality of the coal ts 
depreciating 

“The coal we're getting now doesn't 
have as high a heat content,” said TVA’s 
Watson. “Heat production that took 32 
million tons this year.”

clean and doesn’t vary in quality. But this 
year there is a problem of quantity 

The rivers in the Northwest are far 
below normal levels. This fall, the 
Columbia River was recorded at one of its 
lowest levels in history. BPA has been 
drawing water from its reservoirs for 
power, but now they are dangerous!) 
low 

Said Bernard Goldhammer, acting BPA 
adminstrator: “It is in April or May that 
the mountain snows melt and refill the 


reservoirs and right now there isn't 
enough water in them to get us through 
April’ 


The Bonneville crisis has reverberated all 
the way south to Los Angeles. Estimate 
of that city’s winter fuel oil needs have 
been revised upward by 1.4 million 
barrels, due in part to the inability of Los 
Angeles to get excess power from the 
BPA 

Floyd L. Goss, assistant manager of the 
Los Angeles Water and Power 
Department, reports he can't get enough 
additional fuel oil, either. As of 
mid-November, the expected winter 
deficit in Los Angeles was |.2 million 
barrels 

“It shouldn't be happening. There's 
really no excuse for it,” he stated 

Meanwhilc, during winter months, take 
some precautions 

Turn off registers and radiators and 
close them up. Heating costs increase 3 
percent for every degree over 70 
Reducing a thermostat four degrees can 
save $1.60 on 4 $60-a-month heating bill 

Check furneces to make sure they are 
operating efficiently and the filters are 
clean. Furnaces operating improperly will 
waste fucl, cause furnace damage and 


could prove a health hazard 

Insulate earermor walls, ceilings and 
floors, starting with the attic and working 
down. If an uninsulated home 1s insulated 
to meet FHA standards, fuel 
consumption and heating bills can be 
reduced 23 percent. Fully insulated 
homes could realize a savings of from 45 
to 55 percent 

If possible, install storm windows and 
storm doors and seal cracks between 
window and door frame If storm 
windows and doors cannot be instalied, 
tack up clear plastic outside windows and 
over all screen doors 

Keep use of fireplaces to a minimum 
They waste heat. When they are not in 
use. make sure the damper is shut or 
block the opening with a movable cover 


Repair roofs and flashings to make 
them wind and water tight 

Maintain proper humidity levels. The 
drier the air, the more heat is needed for 
comfort. With humidity at 45 or 50 per 
cent, comfort can be obtained with 
temperatures of 68 to 75 degrees. When 
humidity drops to 25 per cent, a heat 
level of 78 degrees is needed for comfort 

Close window draperies at night to 
keep out cold. During the day, open them 
to make full use of the heat of sunlight 

Turn off lights when not needed 
Where possible, use small appliances 
before 8 a.m. or after 6 p.m. and save 
flexible jobs like vacuum cleaning for 
weekends when demands for electric 
power go down. Repair leaky hot water 
faucets. A leak of one drop per second 
adds up to 700 gallons a year 

Check radiator enclosures to make 
sure they are not trapping valuable heat

At 
their most recent meeting in November, the Board chose not to revise 
student election codes concerning what constitutes a margin of victory 
on any referendum measure 

The proposal before the Board would have restructured the present 
code which enables a student body to vote out its compulsory fees, 
those in addition to the Material and Service Fees, by a plurality of 
those voting in the election to a two-thirds vote of all the enrolled 
students 

Classically, student. have been known for their apathy in student 
elections, regardless uf the purpose of the election. This is true not only 
at Sacramento State, but across the entire educational system in 
California. To require that two thirds of the entire student body vote 

yr a measure is hopelessly impossible, particularly on a commuter 
cen.pus like SSC 

Therefore the Trustees should be congratulated on exercising foresight 
on this mething which is generally missing during their 
scheduled meetings. After all, they cannot be obvious in their 
attempt to control the state colleges rather than administer to them. It 
isn't good politics
